The followinc entrances exist:

3. On the east near the and the ailitar 7 waiting 

room. etc. 

Impending upon the arriwal or departiire of the train, in addition to 
the aforsBeatloned entrances, one can exit ria the staircase on the west 
side of the station huilding and the BR restauremt storehouse. 

The following stairwa/s are awailable for learing end arriving on 
the platfom: 

1. Two parallel stone stairwajs on the west side of the station 
noar the ticknt office. Onlj soldiers, nilitair]r, prisoners, etc., may 
use one of these stairways. The other one, under the station check room, 
Buiy be used by anyone. 

2. One on the left side of the station. 

3> One on the right of the station. 

The following are located in the station: 

1. A freight-postal depot on the southwest corner. Strangers are 
not admitted. 

2. A ticket office with two rooms and soToral ticket renders in the 
northwest comer. 

3* Baggage rooms — in the southeast section of the station building. 

4. Locomotive depot of the Baku section of the ZKY railroad is on 

the east. . 
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III. This following ars located in the front and the rear of the station 

huildini': 

1. A division of the BR transport militia is situated southvest of 
the station huildin^. It is a two-storjr building partiallj surrounded hy 
a ^rden fence. 

2. SR Transport Hospital, called "20 Commisars." Located southeast 
of the station fuilding. It corsrs a large area and consists of sereral 

2 . 3-stor7 buildings, etc., experienced personnel, doctors, etc. Any 
illness can be cured there and it is open to everyone. Cleanliness ireigns 
there. 

3. Medical Center. A one-story building locatsd outside the hospital 
territory. First Aid is administered there to eToryone. It has a public 
bath, etc* 

if. Next to the medical center is a sscurity office. 

Farther on is a baggage office, and a little beyond it are rarious 

depots. 

6. Near the medical center are iron gates which open into the 
hospital territory. Beyond the security building, there is a chemical 
laboratory (first floor), 

7. The Baku Flsctric Power Company office is on the second floor. 

8. Next to that is a tall bxiilding— the State B£ Archives which is 
ssaled and always closed. Opposite is a 

9. two-story building with a basement. On the second floor are offices 
of the HR public prosecutor and a Judge which are called "The Peoples ' Court* " 

10. There is a military RR guard on the first floor of the building* 
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11, On the first floor of of the building is the fire 
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departaeat of th® HR transport* 

IT. Ooaeription of the Baku Faaaonger Station: 

The station has a partially anclosod platfom with booths ssllinc food, 
newspapers, and with hot and cold water fatieets, etc. Six passenger trains

In the southeast area of the station are an offics* varehousss, and 
open, closed, and partl7 coTsred platforms of BIKXIE which are approached 
1)7 frei^t ears, trucks, etc., from the east, north, and south. The sole 
entrance and exit for trucks is on the southwest side near the f Ire depart- 
ment Imiilding. Pedestrians aa7 walk in and out freel7, hut trucks, auto- 
mohiles, and other rehicles must get passes from the director of BAKTBK, 

The hixildine has two floors and is steel-gra7 in color. Its rarious ware- 
houses Mrs all of one stor7. 

There are guards near the gates, warehouses, and platforms,

VIII. Eailroad Car Depott 

It is located in the southeast area of BAXfXE. It occupies a large 
area between V 5 Z and the Baku dirision of the ZED railroad. 

An electric power plsnt, rarious workshops, offices, etc., are located 
in the railroad car depot area. Host of the buildings are of one stor7 and 
are poorl7 equipped. There is onl7 one two-stor7 bxiilding. There is a 
dining room on its first floor and an accounting office on the second. The 
building is old and is surrounded b7 a small garden and fence. The HR net 
is in the Ticinit7 of the HR car depot. There are aan7 kinds of RR cars 
standing there awaiting repairs. The area surrounding the RR ear depot is 
asphalted* 

XI. Baku Second freight Station:

The office* and v*rksbopa ar* oppoaite from the BH ear depot. The 
moat concentrated railroad network ia fofond in thia area. Her* alao are 
aateahled freight cara of all kinda which carry chiefly oil product* in 
rariouB-aiied tanka, conatroction material, equipment, etc. 

Sereral BS it mi 'braneh/aKt from thia area in the following direction*: 

1. To the aouth: 

a. A double track line under the overhead bridge to the oil 
induatry area*. HI Thia line carried moat of the erode oil, oil products, 
gaaoline, maaut, etc., ia tank cara. 

b. Another branch line paaaea between BA.KTBK and the BR ear 
depot to the aouth toward rarioua induatriea auch a* the bakery, flour mill, 
brick kiln, etc. 

c. To the VSZ (BB ear repair ahop) 

d. To the machine aupply warehouae and mmi coal warehouae. 


2. f* the eaat: 

Parallel to the main line, two or three branch line* run to the 
oil area* near (illegible region) Montini, etc. 

In the Baku Second freight area there ia a auitable place for fueling 
which tank cara and locomotiwe* can freely approach. In addition, there i* 
a two-atory building for diapatchera and duty officer* of this region between 
the N.O.S.T. and N.O.B.E. workahopa, the el/roa fiolotor atation and the 
railroad car depot of Baku Second, freight train*, etc., go past thia build- 
ing contisuoualy. The Baku Second freight area ia aapfaalted and there are 
old one-story buildings there. 

It ia necessary to poij^|^)||^|^^||| the eleotric locomotiwe buildings, 

station M<i BB buildings were erected beforb the Soriets came to power. No new 
ohbiges hawe been notM. 
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TIm Baka port ia locatod at tha and of Kiror Froapakt on Stalin Proapakt, 
naar tha E!F5-TH0fIB huildlnc and tha Port Bank huildinc. 

Tha Bakn port contains the followin^t

Proa this point, the el/vos train proceeds 
eastwsird to the Kishli ll/vos Station, while the steaa engine driven train 
proceeds northward to the Eishli HR Station. 
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3. Th* a«v««t ebaae«8 la BB itation area took place in the western 
area of the Baku dlTlslon of the ZKIT BR, A new garden, so they say, will 
he aede where the streetear roundhouse was fomerly. Heit to the former 
rouadkouse (on the corner of Pushkin opposite the Pioneer Garden, 28 April) 
are demolished huildings ewrouaded hy a high wooden harrier.
